Lesson Notes, 

From the band of twelve Apostles, Jesus chose three 
to be His special companions. In all the great and ex- 
ceptional times of His life, as for instance on the Mount 
of Transfiguration and in the Garden of Gethsemane, He 
kept these three close to Him. They were S. Peter, S. 
James, and S. John; all fishermen by trade, and before 
Jesus called them, partners in business. After they be- 
came disciples, they were still, in a way, partners in the 
new business of fishing for men. 

S. Peter, in the Gospel Story, is the most prominent of 
these three. His name was Simon, but Jesus gave him a 
new name, "Peter," the rock, as a sign of his real character. 
He was of a forceful, enthusiastic, and impulsive nature, 
and seems to have taken the lead among the other disciples, 
frequently speaking for and representing the rest. On 
several occasions when our Lord asked a question, it was 
S. Peter who answered. It was he who expressed the faith 
of the disciples and gave Jesus the title of "Son of God." 
It was he who, in a burst of strong affection, said to Jesus, 
"Lord, with Thee I am ready to go both to prison and to 
death." He was an earnest, faithful, and able follower of 

16 
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the Master, and although he was overcome hy his weakness 
and cowardice, yet he always in deep repentance returned 
to his undying allegiance to his Master. Immediately 
after the death of Jesus he took the lead among the little 
company of Christians, and hy his zeai and faithfulness 
showed why his name ?iad been changed from Simon to 
"Peter." 

Although none of the Gospels hear the name of S. 
Peter, yet it was he who gave S. Mark the material for his 
Gospel, which was the first of the four to be written.

Among the Apostles there were two pairs of brothers, 
S. Peter and S. Andrew, and S. James and S. John. S. 
James and S. John were sons of a man named Zebedee, 
and they were, as we have seen, fishermen. To them, ]nst 
as to S. Peter, Jesus gave a special name, Boanerges, which 
means "Sons of Thunder." We are told more of S. John 
than of S. James ; we know that he was not only strong 
and intense enough to be called a "son of thunder," but 
that he was also loving and tender. His character, like S, 
Peter's, was changed by the influence of our Lord. 

In the Gospel that hears his name, S. John is often 
spoken of as "the disciple whom Jesus loved." Just before 
Jesus died. He said to His mother, "Woman, behold thy 
Son" ; and to S. John He said, "Behold thy mother" ; thus 
showing that S. John had a right to be called the "beloved 
disciple." When he first became a follower of the Master, 
he was very young, and when he died he was the only man 
living who had seen the Christ. He outlived all who 
oompanied with Jesus on this earth. He wrote the beau- 
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tiful fourth GoEpel, three epistles, and The Book of the 
Revelation. 

Tradition tells us that he wrote this book when he was 
a very old man, an exile on the Island of Patmos, where he 
had been sent by the enemies of ChriBtianitj. 

The Euhj'ect that S. John was most fond of writing 
about was the "Love of God." He speaks constantly of 
how Christ came to teach men that God is our Father and 
that His love for us is even greater than that which an 
earthly father ever had for his child. He is aometimee 
called the Apostle of Love.

Lesson Notes. 

One of the most famous names in Jewish history is 
Jacobus or Jacob. The first man to bear it was the grand- 
son of Abraham and one of the founders of the Hebrew 
Nation. In Spanish it is Jago; in Italian, Giacomo; in 
French it is Jacques or Jami ; in English it is James. In 
the New Testament three men bear this name: (1) S. 
James, the son of Zebedee and brother of the great dis- 
ciple S. John; (3) S. James, the son of Alphteus, men- 
tioned in the list of disciples, as one of the Twelve; and 
(3) S. James, the "brother of our Lord." This last, after 
the Ascension, became the head of the Church at Jeru- 
salem, and was one of the influential leaders among the 
first Christians. He was so fair in all his doings and 
decisions, that he was called the "Just." Tradition tells 
us that he never drank wine nor strong drink, and that his 
knees grew hard and worn, like a camel's, from long kneel- 
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Ing and fforsbipping God in the Sanctuary. It iB also said 
that he wa& killed by the Scribes and Fharieees by being 
thrown from the walls of Jerusalem. 

He wrote tbe Epistle which bears hia name. It is ad- 
dressed to the "twelve tribes that are scattered abroad," 
and is a catholic or universal epistle, that is, a letter ap- 
plicable to all people. Most of S. Paul's letters were writ- 
ten to a particular people or person and for a special pur- 
pose; to answer a question or to correct a misunderstand- 
ing or to protest against a special wrong-doing. This let- 
ter is different. It is written to all Christiana and is about 
matters that apply to everybody. We see how fitting this 
is when we remember the writer's position, as the head of 
the Church at Jerusalem; for to Jerusalem people came 
from all parts of the land, and the Church there was, in a 
peculiar sense, the Church of all the people. 

The subject of the Epistle is the way Christian people 
should act, as distinguished from the way they should 
think or believe or pray. He lays the emphasis on con- 
duct, and says that to do what is right is the moat im- 
portant thing, and that we can beat show forth our faith by 
our deeds.
